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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,2, 4-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The provision for -- 

a method for establishing a point-to-point link between two peer nodes in a 
communications network, the method comprising: 

dynamically assigning one of a client and server role to each of the two nodes by 
applying a rule to two identifiers corresponding to the two nodes, each node identifying 
the other node with one of the two identifiers; 

establishing an initial link between the two nodes based on the roles assigned to 
the nodes, the initial link based on a predefined client-server connection protocol: 

establishing the point-to-point link between the two nodes based only on the 
initial link, wherein the point-to-point link is established without using a point-to-point 
connection protocol; and 

closing, in response to establishing the point-to-point link, the initial link 

-- wherein all the features previously described are combined in one singular 
embodiment, is not fairly taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 
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The Examiner finds particular novelty in the method for establishing a point-to- 
point link between two peer nodes capabilities as described in the Applicant 
Specification (page 5 Paragraph 15) wherein the said method is able to establish an 
initial link between the two nodes based on the roles assigned to the nodes, the initial 
link based on a predefined client-server connection protocol and further establishing the 
point-to-point link between the two nodes based only on the initial link, wherein the 
point-to-point link is established without using a point-to-point connection protocol. 

Tjong disclosed wherein the data communication interface at the host device can 
be implemented with the Remote Network Driver Interface Specification (NDIS), and the 
data communication interface driver is a Remote NDIS driver. The Remote NDIS 
component communicates Remote NDIS messages with the Remote NDIS driver via 
the point-to-point data communication link. However Tjong does not disclose wherein 
the said interface is able to establish an initial link between the two nodes based on the 
roles assigned to the nodes, the initial link based on a predefined client-server 
connection protocol and further establishing the point-to-point link between the two 
nodes based only on the initial link, wherein the point-to-point link is established without 
using a point-to-point connection protocol. 

Asai disclosed transmitting an identification code to a center server storing an 
address/identification code list in which unique identification codes and addresses of 
computer apparatus correspond to each other; receiving address data transmitted from 
the center server in response to transmission of the identification code to the center 
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server; and transmitting a retrieval request for content, which corresponds to the 
identification code transmitted to the center server, to a computer apparatus having the 
address represented by the address data received. However Asai does not disclose 
wherein the system is able to establish an initial link between the two nodes based on 
the roles assigned to the nodes, the initial link based on a predefined client-server 
connection protocol and further establishing the point-to-point link between the two 
nodes based only on the initial link, wherein the point-to-point link is established without 
using a point-to-point connection protocol.
